Since 1952. Selkirk ahs been 
grown alongside Thatcher In co¬ 
operative test plots throughout 
Canada and the result of these 
tests indicates that, excluding the 
bad rust year 1954, when Selkirk 
showed up much more favourably 
respective yields varied according 
to the area where the two varie¬ 
ties were under test. Generally 
speaking, Selkirk outyielded That¬ 
cher in the black soil zones of 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, but 
farther west eithe the reverse was 
trite ' there was little difference 
between the two varieties.
